ANOTHER OF COMPROMISE 
ILLS. 


We are approaching that stage of the

The second “Compromise” came in 
1832. South Carolina demanded the repeal

The 
effect of this compromise was the great 
financial crisis and crash of 1837, in which 
the industrial interest of the Free Labor 
States were prostrated, tens of thousands 
bankrupted, and their material progress put 
back ten years, But South Carolina was 
coneilitaed, and agreed to stay in the Union 
a little longer. 

Eighteen years passed, and then came 
Compromise number three—that of 1850.
